in 
America submerged and forgot sec­ 
tarianism and made positive juncture 
with all other religionists in the war 
of democracy against Prussianism ,” 
says The Telegraph, “is easier to un­ 
derstand in the light of the life and 
utterances of such churchmen as John 
Ireland, Metropolitan of the Roman 
Catholic province of St. Paul 
and 
archibshop of that diocese.” We read: 
“The history of that Potsdam-in­ 
spired conspiracy to Germanize the 
Roman Catholics of this country by 
the extension of the Teuton arts and 
language through the German Cath 
olic parish 
schools, 
teachers 
and 
priesthood probably never 
attracted 
the, attention of a m ajority of the laity 
in or out of the Roman 
Catholic 
church. 
But it was a diabolically in­ 
genious conspiracy 
which 
ramified 
from the kindergartens of the Ger­ 
man parishes into the highest circles 
and professorial faculties of the Cath­ 
olic university at W ashington. 
If it 
had its origin among the Teuton Cath­ 
olics of Berlin and Cologne, also it 
had a mighty lobby at the vatican, 
and the college of cardinals itself was 
not too remote for its machinations. 
“How that subtle scheme to Prus­ 
sianize American Catholics of German 
blood or affiliations was exposed and 
defeated is now an almost forgotten 
chapter in the annals of the Roman 
( atholic church in America, but John 
Ireland of St. Paul was foremost in 
the fight to defeat it, carrying the 
issue in person to the vatican itself 
and ultimately winning a complete 
victory for the Americanism of Cath­ 
olics in this country. There were other 
churchmen and prelates of high de­ 
gree who rallied around Archbishop 
Ireland, but he was their protagonist 
and the almost universal loyalty to 
the flag which Catholics of America 
are now showing is intensified by his 
championship of the American idea 
of religious liberty as well as of po­ 
litical democracy.”

has been full fed from weaning tim e 
so as to hold all of its milk fat, 
w eighing 900 pounds when IG or 18 
m onths old, has been selling on the 
m arket for from $2 to $4 a hundred­ 
w eight less than a big, coarse, ani­ 
mal w eighing 1300 or 1500 pounds, 
w hereas it is equally as good, if not 
better beef than the heavier w eight, 
but the light w eight could not 
g e t 
into a class w here the arm y and navy 
would use it. 
T herefore this has cre­ 
ated som ew hat of a monopoly on the 
heavy beef and has made very m uch 
against the sale of lighter beef, which 
is ju st as good in quality. 
“ I have known producers lo refuse 
to buy a drove of cattle because, when 
fat, they would not weigh a sufficient 
am ount to come w ithin 
the arm y 
specifications when killed. 
I am cer­ 
tainly glad to know th a t the m eat 
hereafter will be selected on a basis 
of quality and the inspectors, und< r 
the jurisdiction of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent, are tile proper ones 
to 
m ake this inspection. 
“ I w ant to thank you for your lett r 
confirm ing this inform ation, which I 
had learned through the press. 
I his 
will be a g re a t stim ulus to the pi )- 
duction of cattle in this country.”

The Am erican lied Cross has a total 
m em bership of 20,648,103 and in ad­ 
dition 8,000,000 m em bers in the Junior 
Rod Cross; a total enrollm ent of more 
than one-fourth the population of the 
U nited States. 
• 
A m erican Red Cross w orkers pro­ 
duced up to July' I lust a total of 
22J.282.838 articles of an estim ated 
value of $44,000,000. 
About 8,000,000'women are engaged 
in canteen w ork and the production 
cl relit1! supplies. 
The A m erican Red Cross is dis­ 
tributing aid in ten 
countries— the 
United E lates, E ngland, France, italy, 
Belgium, 
Sw itzerland, 
Palestine, 
Greece, Russia, and Siberia. 
Besides 
it has sent representatives to Serbia, 
Denmark and M adeira. 
More than 5000 A m ericans will be 
working 
under 
the 
Red 
C ross 
in 
France by Jan. I, next. 
These facts were laid before the 
3854 chapter.- of the Red Cross in the 
annual Ynessage of the w ar council 
of the Red Cross when the chapters 
throughout the country today held 
their annual m eetings to elect officers. 
Announcement was made in the 
message th at every man, woman and 
child in the United S tates would be 
asked at C hristm as tim e to enroll in 
the American Red Cross. 
The m essage, signed by H enry P. 
Davison, chairm an o fthe w ar council, 
said in p art: 
“Since the beginning of the w ar, you 
of the chapters have co-operated w ith 
the war council in conducting two 
war fund drives and one m em bership 
drive, in addition to the cam paign 
on behalf of the Junior Red Cross. 
The total actual collections to date 
from the first w ar fund have am ount­ 
ed to more than $116,OOO,000. 
I he 
subscriptions to the second w ar fund 
amounted to upw ards of $176,000,000. 
From m em bership dues the collections 
have am ount to approxim ately $24,- 
500,000. 
“To the foregoing m ust be added 
th at very large contributions of m a­ 
terials and tim e given by the millions 
of women throughout the country for 
the period up to July I, 1918, A m eri­ 
can Red Cross chapters, through their 
work rooms had produced: 
490,120 
refugees garm ents, 7,12!,OK I aospital 
supplies, 10.786,489 hospital garm ents, 
10,134,501 knitted articles, 192,708,107 
surgical dressings, a total of 221,282,- 
838 articles—of an estim ated a g g re­ 
gate value of a t least $44,000,000. 
“These articles were largely 
the 
product of wom en’s hands, and by the 
sam e token, infinitely more precious 
than could have been the output of 
factories or m achines. 
These articles 
going to the operating rooms of the 
hospitals, to hom eless or needy refu ­ 
gees, and carry in g com fort to our’ 
own boys in the field, convey a m es­ 
sage of love from the women of this 
country entirely distinct from 
the 
great money value attaching to their 
handiwork. 
“ By the term s under which the first 
Red Cross w ar fund was raised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain 25 
per cent of the am ount collected, in 
order to defray local expenses, to car­ 
ry on their home service work, to pur­ 
ch a se m aterials to be utilized in chap­ 
ter production and otherw ise to meet 
the num erous calls made upon them . 
The chapters w ere thus entitled to 
retain nearly $29,000,000. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact th eir actual retentions 
am ounted to only about $22,000,000. 
O ut of collections from annual m em­ 
ber, hips the chapters have retained 
about $11,000,000. 
“ From this total sum, therefore, of 
$33,000(000 retained by the chapters 
they have met all the oftentim es very 
h e a v y local dem ands upon them , and 
in addition have provided for use by 
national headquarters products val­ 
ued at upw ard of $44,(MMI,OOO. 
“The chapters have in effect re­ 
turned to the w ar council, not alone 
the $33,(WM),OOO retained out of the 
w ar fund and m em bership dues but in 
value of actual product, an additional 
contribution of a t leart $11,000,000.

Italy, have constituted a very real 
factor in winning the war. 
“ W hat the Red Cross may be called

These 
labels General P ersh in g js having dis­ 
tributed one to each m an, to be filled 
out by him and m ailed to any person 
h«* m ay select. 
“The boxes can be secured 
upon 
p resentation of the label ut the office 
of the Red Cross. 
“These boxes m ust be m ailed by 
N ovem ber 20 to secure delivery by 
C hristm as. 
All packages m ust be re ­ 
ferred to the local Red C ross chapter 
for exam ination before m ailing. 
Instructions Cull Be Recured. 
“ Complete 
instructions 
regarding 
articles which m ay be sent and a r­ 
ticles which are barred by postal au ­ 
thorities will be given w ith euch box. 
.No m essage or w ritten m aterial of 
any kind will be allowed in the boxes. 
NY hen boxes are packed, but unw rap­ 
ped they m ust not w eigh more than 
two pounds and 16 ounces* 
lf over 
weight some article m ust be removed. 
Do not put perishable food, soft candy, 
liquors or anything in glass contain­ 
ers in the package, if you wish it to 
reach its destination. 
Deliver to Red Cross. 
“ Do not mail the box yourself. When 
packed take it unsealed and unw rap­ 
ped and ready fo r inspection to your 
Red Cross chapter station. 
When it 
has been inspected by the Rod Cross 
C hristm as parcel committee, affix su f­ 
ficient postage to carry the box to 
Hoboken, N. J., parcel post zone rate- 
to be charged. 
“ Parcels are to rem ain in custody of 
Red Cross com m ittee, until delivered 
to postal authorities. 
No packages 
will be accepted by the lier C ross for 
■shipment a fte r N ovem ber 20.
